E, Your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Lords 


W Spiritual and Temporal, in Parliament aſſembled, beg Leave to 


return Your , Majeſty our humble Thanks for Your moſt Gra- 
cious Speech from the Throne. 


: Wx have the ſtrongeſt Senſe of the Importance of thoſe Objects which 
1 2 render the preſent Conjuncture worthy of the moſt ſerious Attention. 


3 Tux Diſturbance of the publick Tranquillity by the Court of France, 
"2 without Pretence of Provocation or Colour of Complaint, the clandeſtine 
I Aſſiſtance, the avowed Support, the formal Engagements which, at diffe- 
; rent Periods, that Court has not thought it inconſiſtent with its Honour, to 
: afford to Your Majeſty's revolted Subjects in North America, and to con- 
: clude with the Leaders of Rebellion, excite in our Breaſts, a juſt Abhor- 
f rence of the Violation of every publick Principle which ſuch a Conduct 
manifeſts, and a Determination to concur in every Meaſure, which may 
4 enable Your Majeſty to reſent with Effect, the Hoftilities committed on 
9 Your faithful Subjects, and the actual Invaſion of Your Majeſty's Domi- 
2 nions in America and the Weſt Indies. | 


Wr beg Leave to expreſs our grateful Senſe of the tender Concern for 
the Happineſs of Your People, which has uniformly induced Your Majeſty 
to endeavour to prevent the Calamities of War, and will make Your 
Majeſty deſirous to ſee the Return of Peace, whenever it can be effected 
with perfect Honour and with Security to the Rights of this Country. 


Ax the ſame Time we return Your Majeſty our dutiful Thanks for 
Your great Care in taking the proper and neceſſary Meaſures for diſap- 
pointing the malignant Deſigns of our Enemies, and alſo for making 
general Repriſals, and for the Protection which has been derived from 
the Vigilance of Your Majeſty's Fleets to our extenſive Commerce, in 
moſt of its Branches, while that of the Enemy has materially ſuffered by 
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the active and enterprizing Spirit of our Fellow Subjects: And we hope, 
although Vour Majeſty's Efforts have not hitherto been attended with all 
the Succeſs, which the Juſtice of our Cauſe and the Vigour of our Exertions 
ſeemed to promiſe, that Conſequences more adequate to both may reſult 
from the animated Execution of firm and active Councils, which the Time 
requires, and with which the ſpirited Perſeverance of the Britiſb Nation 
has ſo often ſurmounted the greateſt Diffieulties. 


IT is with Concern we learn, that the conciliatory Meaſures of Parlia- 


ment have not yet had the good Effect with Your Majeſty's revolted Sub- 
jects, which was due to the Wiſdom and Temper with which they were 
planned, 


Ix this Situation of Affairs, fully ſenſible that the national Honour and 
Security loudly calls for the moſt active Exertions, we will ſtrenuouſly 
concur in ſupporting Your Majeſty, that, under the Bleſſing of God, 
Means may be derived from the Conduct and Intrepidity of Your Majeſty's 
Officers and Forces, by Sea and Land, and the yet undaunted Spirit of the 
Nation, to vindicate and maintain the Honour of the Crown, and the 
Intereſts of the People of Great Britain. 


Wr return Your Majeſty our cordial Acknowledgements for having 
called forth the Militia, to aſſiſt in the interior Defence of this Country; 
and it is with Joy and Exultation we hear the gracious Teſtimony Your 


Majeſty is pleaſed to bear to the publick Spirit, the ſteady Ardour, and . 


the Love of their Country, which animate that national Force, and unite 
all Ranks of Your Majeſty's faithful Subjects in giving ſignal Proofs, to 
all the World, of a Loyalty and Zeal which muſt render us ſafe at Home 
and reſpected Abroad. ;
